G.S.R. 071 (E). —The following draft of certain rules further to amend the 
Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1966, which the Central Government 
proposes to make, In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of 
section 23 of the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act. 1964 (37 of 1964) and 
after consultation with the Central Ciommittee for Food Standards, Is hereby 
published, as required by s.ub-section (1) of .section 23 of the said Act for the 
information of all persons likely to be affected thereby, and notice is hereby 
given that the said draft rules will he taken into consideration' on or after the 
12th January, 1075. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with 
respect to the said draft rules before the date so specified above will be consi¬ 
dered by the Central Government, 

DRAFT RULES 

1. These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adulteration (Third 
Amendment) Rules, 1074. 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1956 (hereinafter referred 
to as the said rules) 
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after rule 44D, the following rule shall he Inserted, namely:— 

“44EE—Restriction qn the sale of Kangra Tea. —Kangra tea shall be sold 
only after it is graded and marked in accordance with the provision 
of the Agricultural Ihoduce (Grading and Marking) Act, 1937 
(1 of 1937) and the rules made thereunder,” 

3. In appendix B of the said rules— 

(1) after item A.14, the following item shall be Inserted, namely:— 

“A.14.01: “Kangra tea’ means tea derived exclusively from the leaves, buda 
and tenderstema of plants of the camellia sinen'sls or tea alnnensia 
grown in Kangra and Mandi Valleys of Himachal Pradesh. It shall 
conform to the following specifications, namely; — 

(a) Total eah determined on tea dried on a constant 4,5 to 9,0 per cent, 

weight at 100 “ C- 

(b) Total ash soluble in boiling distilled water. Not less than 34 per cent of total ash. 

(c) Ash Insoluble in dilute HCL Not more than i -2 per cent, 

(d) Extract obtained by boiling dry tea (dried at Not less than 33 per cent, 
constant weight at 100“ C; with loo" parts of 

distilled water for one hour under reflex 

(e) Alkanlty Of soluble ash Not less than i.o per cent and : not more 

than 2-2 per cent, expressed as K|0. 

(f) Crude fibre determined on tea dried to a Not more than 18.5 per cent, 

constant weight at loo* C. 

It shall not contain any added colouring matter. 

Provided that if tea 4s sold or offered for sale without any indication as to 
whether it la Kangra tea or not, the standards of quality of tea prescribed In 
item A,14 shall apply.”
